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State to trim jobs, facilities as part of its prison reorganization effort

Michigan Department of 
Corrections officials announced on 
Friday that Crawford County will 
lose 100 jobs and a prison facility 
that has called the area home for 46 
years will be closed. 

MDOC officials announced the 
closure of five prison camps and 
three prison facilities located across 
the state, including Camp Lehman 
in Crawford County. The move is

part of a sweeping reorganization of 
the state’s correctional facilities 
designed to ensure public safety 
while achieving significant cost sav- 
ings. The reorganization reflects 
some recommendations in Gov. 
Jennifer M. Granholm’s 2010 exec- 
utive budget, and is consistent with 
findings of a year-long review of 
Michigan’s crime and corrections 
data by the non-partisan Council of 
State Governments Justice Center. 
In all, the reorganization will 


reduce the state corrections system 
by 6,400 beds and eliminate up to 
1,000 MDOC positions. 


The reorganization efforts are 


expected to reduce prison spending © 


by $120 million, which will go 
toward reducing the state’s $1.4 bil- 
lion general fund deficit in the 2010 
fiscal year. 

“Our top priority is public safety 
and that is at the core of every deci- 


_ sion we make in operating our state 


Corrections Director Patricia 
Caruso. “But just as we are .com- 
mitted to the public’s safety, we are 
also committed to spending their tax 
dollars wisely and in ways that 
make sense. The reorganization we 
are unveiling today makes sense 
from a public safety and budget per- 
spective.”

woman found in 
Beaver Creek 
Township

The body of a Wixom woman missing 
since May was unearthed in southern 
Crawford County county on Friday. " 

Detective Sgt. Tim Lenhard from the 
Houghton Lake Post of the Michigan State 
Police said he was asked to try to help 
investigate a missing person complaint 
where foul play was suspected on Friday, 
June 5, by colleagues from the Brighton 
Post of the Michigan State Police. 

Lenhard was requested to try and locate a 
possible gravesite on property near Billman 
Road and Pioneer Road in Beaver Creek 
Township. - 

While searching the property, Lenhard 
was informed that a Michigan State Police 
cadaver dog was in the area for training. 
The dog was brought to the scene, where it 
made a positive hit on the gravesite. 
Investigators from the Michigan State 
Police Crime Lab in Grayling were then 
called to the scene to conduct a forensic 
dig. Investigators unearthed the body of a 
woman that was wrapped in plastic, 
Lenhard said. 

Dr. Michael Markey, a forensic patholo- 
gist at Sparrow Hospital in Lansing, was 
unable to identify the woman on Saturday. 

Sgt. Joe Stoddard and Sgt. David 
Johnson, fingerprint experts from the 
Michigan State Police Crime Lab in 
Grayling identified the woman at 9:15 a.m. 
Monday morning from fingerprints taking 
by Lenhard at the crime scene and compar- 
ing them to fingerprints the Michigan State 
Police had on file. 

The woman was identified «as Kelly 
Marie Durberg, 50, of Wixom, who has 
been missing since late May.

May 22 and her vehicle was later found in

During the week of June 
22, Compo said that con- 
tractors offered to work 2 
p.m, to 10 p.m. shifts rather 
than working 8 a.m, to 5 


p.m. shifts. Two jury trials 
are scheduled during that 
time period, when major 
demolition work will take 
place at the front of the 
building. 

“The less people coming 
in and out and the less cars 
will make it ‘easier for 
them, too,’ Compo said. 

The project is expected 
to be substantially complet- 
ed by Friday, Oct. 16.

A probation hearing for a 
Roscommon man convicted 
in a high profile animal 
abuse case was adjourned on 
Tuesday due to conflicts 


with ‘the Crawford County , 


Prosecutor’s Office. 

Lawrence Edward 
Baumgart, 48, requested the 
court hearing on an alleged 
probation violation. Don 
Sommerfeld, the assistant 
Crawford County 
Prosecutor, said the proba- 
tion violation simply 
involves Baumgart not veri- 
fying the address he is living 
at with the Crawford County 
Probation. Office. 

Baumgart was convicted 
of one count of animal-aban- 
doning/cruelty after a one 
day jury trial held in June 
2007 for the abuse of a yel- 
low labrador named “Thor.” . 

Thor was found on Jan. 
11, 2007, emaciated in a car- 
port where Lawrence 
Baumgart's mother, Judith 
Baumgart, lives on Stephan 
Bridge Road. The dog was 
tied to a golf cart with a 
nylon strap. Judith 
Baumgart told Gail Foguth, 
the Crawford County animal 
control officer, that the dog 
wandered into her yard, 
although she knew that her 
son was looking for a dog 
that he claimed ran away 
from his truck while he was 

plowing snow. 

’  _Baumgart was sentenced 
to serve 30 days in the 
Crawford County Jail, with 
60 days held in abeyance 
pending meeting the condi- 


tions of his probation. 


Before the hearing could ° 
get underway on Tuesday,. 


Christopher Saunders, 
Baumgart’s court appointed 
attorney, objected to 
Sommerfeld prosecuting the 
probation — 
Sommerfeld had met with 
Baumgatt when he was an 
associate at the Carey and 
Jaskowski Law firm in 
Grayling. Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers was also present dur- 
ing a consultation on 
Baumgart's case when he 
worked for the same law 
firm. 

Debbie Ellison, the proba- 
tion officer for Crawford 
County, requested a spécial 
prosecutor be assigned to the 
case. . 

A request will be made 
through the Michigan 
Attorney General’s Office 
for a new _ prosecutor. 
Crawford County District 
Court Judge Monte J. 
Burmeister said he would 
strive to expedite scheduling 
of the hearing — since 
Baumgart's probation ends 
on July 10. Burmeister said 
he would try to schedule the 
hearing on his docket, since 
he in familiar with the case, 
but may request a visiting 
judge to hold the hearing at 
an earlier date. 

“First and foremost, I will 
try to find a date for this to 
appear on my docket,” 
Burmeister said. ' 

In February, Burmeister 
held a show cause hearing 
for Baumgart to remined 
him that he owed $4,113.83

That’s plenty of prospects for 
the Republicans, and still others 
could step in. The primary still is 
14 months away.

ALL THE GOP candidates will 
run against Democratic Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm, who will not 
be on the state ticket for the first 
time in 16 years, twice elected as 
attorney general and twice as gov- 
ernor. She’s an inviting target 
because she’s been in charge while 


Michigan descended into an eco- 
nomic abyss. If it’s not her fault, 


whose is it? 

When the choice is made by 
Republican voters in the August 
2010 primary, name recognition 
will be vital. 

The various candidates likely 
will have pretty similar positions 
on issues, although Mr. Cox has 
promised not to raise state taxes 
under any circumstances and oth- 
ers may not go that far. “No new 
taxes” is a dangerous position ‘in 


reality, but it’s politically appeal- 
ing especially to Republicans. 
Both Ms. Land and Mr. Cox 
have won two statewide races, and 
have the highest statewide name 
recognition. So far Mr. Cox has 
shown a better knack for publicity. 
Geography also works for Mike 
Cox, who is from suburban Wayne 
County, and should be attractive to 
southeastern Michigan 
Republicans, although Sheriff 
Bouchard could cut into that 


advantage. 
Mr. Hoekstra has been an effec- . 


tive congressman, but historically 
in Michigan, folks from 
Washington don’t fare well in state 
races. An exception: James 
Blanchard in 1982. 

Mr. Hoekstra from Holland and 
Ms. Land from Grand Rapids

Were 
West Michigan Republicans solid- 
ly behind one candidate instead of 
split between two, it could influ- 
ence the primary outcome.

Republican governor candidates — 
Dick Posthumous in 2002 and 
Dick DeVos in 2006 — both were 
from West Michigan, and both 
lost. ; 

As for Mr. Snyder, although he 
has an enviable business record 
and an attractive “I’m not a politi- 
cian” aura, neither carries much

process. If he should win the GOP 
nomination, these primary prob- 
lems could be considerable gener- 
al election assets.

AMONG DEMOCRATS, it 
looks like Lt. Gov. John Cherry all 
the way to the general election — 
although it’s no sure thing. 

Mr. Cherry, 58, spent 20 years in 
the state legislature and two terms 
as lieutenant governor, so he cer- 
tainly knows the state government 
process and where the knottiest 
problems are. He probably has 
several ideas of his own which he 
figures could help. 

‘In an election, however, that 
depth of experience may not be an 
advantage. 

If voters figure Gov. Granholm 
is responsible for the last eight 
years in Michigan, it will weigh 
heavily on John Cherry because 


he’s been there at her side through 


it all. 

Despite his. experience and 
record, Mr. Cherry is not well 
known throughout the state, and as 


noted earlier, name recognition: 


and familiarity are vital to winning 
elections. 

In a recent (Detroit 
News/WX YZ) poll cited in several 
printed accounts, Mr. Cherry ran 


second among Democratic possi- - 


bilities, 35 points behind Sen. 


Debbie Stabenow, who is not even 


running.

So far, Lt. Gov. Cherry is doing 
ali the right things to boost his sup- 
port, especially among the 
Democratic faithful who will make 
the primary choice next August. 


But if not John ‘Chery: then . 


who? 

The only announced Democratic 
candidate is State Rep. Alma 
Wheeler Smith of Ann Arbor, who 
is not a household name either. 

Other Democratic possibilities 
usually mentioned include Bob 
Ficano, Wayne County Executive; 
State House Speaker Andy Dillon 
of Redford; former State Rep. 
John Freeman of Madison 
Heights; MSU Trustee George 
Perles of East Lansing; and Flint 
Mayor Don Williamson. 

If some sort of dump-Cherry 
move is to be made, it should get, 
underway soon.

9:21,22 how God like a pot- 
ter shaping a vessel of clay 
allows some vessels to fit 
themselves for destruction 
by resisting His will and 
work. “21Hath not the pot- 
ter power over the clay, of 
the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, 
and another unto dishon- 
our?

AuSable Primary School earns 
Michigan Green School status

The AuSable Primary 
School had a bunch of bud- 
ding environmentalists and 
conservationists in its class- 
rooms this year. 

The. AuSable Primary 
School was recently desig- 
nated at a Michigan Green 
School last month. 

Michigan Green Schools 
is a nonprofit agency dedi- 
cated to assisting all 
Michigan schools — public 
and private — achieve envi- 
ronmental goals which 
include protecting the air, 
land, water and animals of 
our state. In addition, the 
agency stresses world out- 
reach through good ecologi- 
cal ‘practices and the teach- 
ing of educational steward- 
ship to students pre-kinder- 
garten through senior high 
school. . 

The AuSable Primary 
School staff became interest- 
ed in becoming a Green 
School while planning for 
the 2008-09 — school, 
Principal Barb Mick learned 
of the program through the 
Michigan Elementary 
Schoo] Principal’s 
Association, a trade journal 
for, school administrators, 

‘Each teacher choose an 
area they would work on 
from the list of 20 criteria 
established to. become a 
green school. 


Mick said that the school 
was already involved in 
recycling, and had been 
implementing an energy sav- 
ings program for two years. 

“It only seemed natural to 
expand the green activities 
and get some recognition for 
the AuSable Primary 
School,” Mick said, 

In all, the staff and stu- 
dents worked diligently 
toward meeting 13 of the 
recommended 20 criteria to 
become a Michigan Green 
School. 

The school recycles paper 


and reuses its magazines and 


newspapers to save trees. 
Each classrooms has a 
“Green Captain” who makes 
sure recycled paper goes to a 
collection area in the school 
and is in charge of turning 
off all the lights when the 
class leaves the room. 

The school adopted the 
Gray Wolf as its engendered 
animal. Each kindergarten 
class studied an endangered 
animal and the entire school 
voted to adopt the Gray 
Wolf. A fund-raiser was held 
to help protect the Gray 
Wolf. Ironically, the Gray 
Wolf’s status was downgrad- 
ed to be a threatened species 
after the project, was, com- 
pleted. 

Tom Dale, education 
director for the Gahagan 
Nature ~ Preserve is 
Roscommon, visited the 


school to talk about wolves. 
Some students paid a visit to 
the nature preserve as part of 
their end of the year field 
trips. Denny Olson - “The 
Critter Man” also visited the 
school to talk about spiders 
in conjunction with the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Festival. 

The school also achieved 
its goal of reducing its ener- 
gy usage of five percent dur- 
ing the school year. This has 
been done by shutting com- 
puters completely down at 
night, lowering the heat on 
weekends and just using 
lights in one area of the 
school when custodians are 
cleaning. 

“It’s just the little things 
like that make a big differ- 
ence and helps keep our 
costs down,” Mick said. 

Another off-shoot of the 
energy savings initiative is 
use of styrofoam food trays 
to cut down on the use of hot 
water to clean trays in the 
cafeteria. Students strive to 
keep their trays clean so they 
can be recycled. 

“That’s something they 
started on their own and 
they’re really worried about 
what’s going into the land- 
fill,’ Mick said. 

The school established a 
birdhouse habitat project in 
the City of Grayling. A sur- 
vey on the types of birds that 
use the birdhouses will be 
kept through the spring and

CCC statue to be dedicated at the 
‘Hartwick Pines Logging Museum 


A special celebration of 
the accomplishments of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps 
(CCC) will take place at the 


Hartwick Pines Logging 


Museum on Saturday, June 
20 at Ipm. At this time a 
statue of a CCC worker will 
be unveiled and dedicated 
with a short ceremony as 
part of the state-wide cele- 
bration of the 90th birthday 
of the Michigan State Parks 
system. 

From April’ 1933 until 
early 1942, the CCC con- 
tributed to the development 
of parks throughout the 
country, including several 
national parks and the cre- 
ation of many state parks. In 
Michigan, more than 
102,000 young men and war 
veterans planted more than 
484 million trees to replen- 

‘ish Michigan’s forests after 
the devastation of the log- 
ging industry and the 
numerous wildfires that 
burned the cutover land. 
They did a wide variety of 
other outdoor work as well, 
including the improvements 
to Hartwick Pines State 
Park and the construction of 
the Hartwick Pines Logging 
Museum. In the Grayling 
area the CCC also worked at 
the Higgins Lake State 
Forest Nursery, the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery and the 
Grayling Winter Sports Park 
(Hanson Hills). Besides the 
CCC Camp at Hartwick 
Pines State Park, other near- 
by camps included Camp 
Higgins Lake in Beaver 


Creek Township, Camp 
AuSable in Lovells 
Township) and Camp 


‘Eldorado in South Branch 


Township. Other CCC 


Camps were located nearby 


at’ Roscommon, Houghton 
‘Lake, Kalkaska’ and 
Luzerne. 

"The CCC was ‘one of the 
many programs “that °y were 
created through President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s “New 


‘ Deal” to put America back 


to work during the Great 
Depression. The CCC was 


intended to both heal the 


‘country, through many con- 
servation projects and to 
‘heal the people. The 
enrollees of the CCC had to 
be young men between the 
ages of 18-25 (sometimes 
the age was stretched to 


allow more men to qualify) 


and had to come from fami- 


lies that were receiving 
relicf. The enrollees were 
paid $30 a month and $22- 
$25 dollars went directly to 
their families. The remain- 


ing money was given to the . 


men to pay for monthly 
expenses.’ Besides the 
enrollees and their families, 
the nearby communities 
were helped because local 
men were hired as work 
foremen (known as Locally 


Experienced Men), supplies 


were purchased locally and 
the men spent their money 
in town on the weekends at 
movies, dances and other 


recreational pursuits. 
Besides these “junior 
enrollees” there were men 


enrolled that were veterans 
of World War One. and also 
the Spanish American War. 
These men were of various 
ages and unlike the junior 
enrollees, could be married. 
Besides the typical jobs of 
reforestation, park work and 
fire control, these men also 
were utilized as honor 
guards for funerals and 
parades. From 1938-42 a 
company.of these Veteran 
Enrollees served at Camp 
Hartwick Pines. 

This will be the 52nd 
CCC Worker statue to be 
erected in the United States. 
The first statue was dedicat- 
ed on June 3, 1995 at the 
CCC Museum at North 
Higgins Lake State Park. 
This new statue has been 
donated by the Mid- 
Michigan Chapter (Chapter 
129) of the Michigan 
Civilian Conservation Corps 
Alumni Association. From 
1997 until 2007 the CCC 
statue program was spon- 
sored by the National 
Association of. CCC 
Alumni. Since, 2007, the 
ccc Legacy Foundation 
“has” sponsored the statue 
program. Local CCC alum- 
ni, John Selesky of Rose 
City and the late Reverend 
William Fraser of Grayling, 
have spearheaded this pro- 


gram.

The camp is located on 19 
acres of land donated by the 
Department of Natural 
Resources and has the 
Capacity to house 582 pris- 
oners, Closing Camp 
Lehman will mean 100 less 
jobs in Crawford County. — 

In addition to Camp 
Lehman, Camp Cusino in 
Shingleton, Camp Kitwen 
in Painesdale, Camp Ottawa 
in Iron River and Camp 
White Lake will also be 
closed, signaling an end to 
the MDOC’s camp — pro- 
gram. 

The camp program is the 


lowest level of incarceration _ 


-in the state’s prison system, 

but still involves keeping 
prisoners within a fenced in 
perimeter, said Lt. Thane 
Doremire, a supervisor at 
Camp Lehman. 

Prisons that wil! be closed 
as part of the reorganization 
of correctional facilities 
include the 
Correctional Facility, 
Standish Maximum 
Correctional Facility and 
Hiawatha Correctional 
Facility in Kincheloe. The 
Standish Maximum 
Correctional Facility is a 
sister facility to Camp 
Lehman and provided 
administration for its opera- 
tions. 

Doremire said potential 
relocation of the 100 cor- 
rections officers at Camp 
Lehman will involve a num- 
ber of unions and individu- 
als bumping into positions 
at other facilities whese they 
may have more sentority.

Along with uprooting 
families from Grayling and 
other communities in the 
region, Doremire said the 
process could displace cor- 
rections officers and their 
families in established com- 
munities, 

“It impacts the whole 
state — not just the cities that 
have prisons closing,” 
said. 

Closure of the facilities is 
expected to occur from 
early June to Nov, |. 

Doremire said that morale 
at Camp Lehman was nor- 
mai after the announcement 
that the camp was being 
shut down and he informed 
his crews of the news. He

Currently, 579 prisoners 
are incarcerated at Camp 
Lehman. Cordell said pris- 
oners ending up in Grayling 


was unlikely unless they 


were originally from the 
area, 

“The likelihood is that 
most prisoners will parole to 
the metropolitan Detroit 
area or to another metropol- 
itan area,” Cordell said. 

Factors taken into consid- 
eration in identifying the 
facilities to be closed is the 
age of the facility, opera- 
tional costs, needed 
improvements and renova- 
tions, number of inmates 
housed, proximity to other 
correctional facilities and 
the need for space in specif- 
ic security classifications in 
the corrections system. 
Michigan is one of the few 
states in the nation that has a 
declining prison population 
and a lower recidivism rate 
among parolees under 
supervision in’ the ¢ommu- 
nity. Michigan’s prison pop- 


ulation is at its lowest level - 


in seven years, 

Recent actions. taken by 
the State of Michigan, start- 
ing with the introduction of 
Michigan Prisoner 
ReEntry Initiative (MPRI) 
in 2004, have contributed to 
that decline. As a result of 
the MPRI, the rate of pris- 
oners paroled is up and the 
parole failures have 
declined. The number of 
prisoners entering the cor- 
rections system declined by 
nine percent in 2008 and 
four percent in the first four 


months of 2009. Through 
enhanced communily super- 
vision, including more 
parole/probation — officers 
and the use of electronic 
and GPS monitoring 


.devices, the MDOC contin- 


ues to protect the public. 
New screening tools that 
more accurately predict 
prisoner behavior, coupled 
with programming — that 
increases the likelihood of 
offender success ‘upon 
release, are creating safer 
neighborhoods and _ better 
citizens. 

The Council of State 
Governments Justice Center 
analyzed the state’s prison 
and parole populations, re- 
incarceration and re-arrest 
rates, and other crime data. 
As a result of their findings, 
Council of State 
Governments recommended 
the following for correc- 
tions: 

* Reduce re-arrest rates 
among probationers. 


«© Respond “to” probation® 


violations with swift, cer- 
tain and proportional sanc- 
tions. 

* Expand employment 
services for high-risk proba- 
tioners and parolees. 

* Ensure that prisoners 
serve 100 tol20 percent of 
their court imposed mini- 
mum sentence. 

* Ensure supervision for 
everyone 
prison, — 

* Continue to reduce the 
prisoner population that is 
past their minimum release 
date.
